rible freaks of insanity which result iu 
murder and noil-destruction, and appall 
the stauuohest hearts, occurred here yes- 
terday morning. Mrs. AhHanderEdinoiit, 
living at No. 1210 South Comptou ave- 
nue, loft her bed about 4:30 o'clock, and 
going to on adjoining room, forced open 
a desk belonging to her husband, and 
procured his razor. Returning to her 
bed room, she cut tho tliroat of her 
ihree-mouths-old baby, Gerster, and of 
her four-year-old daughter, Carrie. Thou 
passing to the next room, she 'drew tho 
razor across tho throat of her daughter 
Emma, six years old, but did not makii a 
very deep wound. The child awoke and 
screamed, which awakened tho father, 
who rushed into the room. -While he 
was caring for tho child his wife went 
Jack to her room, lay down op the bed 
.leside her dead babies and deliberately 
out her throat. A moment or two later, 
;he.husband, hearing a gnrglh'; souod 
u his wife's room, looked in the door 
and, gazing a uiomeut at tho ghastly 
sight of his two dead children and bleed- 
ng wife, rushed into the street for the 
aid of a policeman, who was just at the 
door. The policeman entered tho house 
and took the razor from the hand of the 
ronian, who lay insensible and bathed 
n blood. 
A physician was immediately 


called, who reftbred the woman to con- 
sciousness and dressed her wounds, 
which proved to bo not necessarily fatal 
neither the jugular vein nor the wiud- 
>ipe being severed. 
They are very se- 


vere, however, tho gush reaching from 
sir to ear, and she now lies at the city 
hospital in a very critical condition.

Tho 
story of the wife slayer's life is best told 
by his old father, Dr. Geo. W. Butler, 
who testified hist week, as follows: 


My son Charles was born in Alton, 


Fraukliu county, Ohio, twenty-six years 
ago last September; be was about tbiv- 
teen years old when I moved to Colum- 
bus; went to school every winter, and in 
the summer when wo had school; thought 
he was a very bright, intelligent boy and 
got along very well with his studies; 
moved to Columbus to educate him; on 
June 3,1876, he received an injury; saw 
him at the calaboose; he wns in a cell 
and covered with blood; tho wound was 
on the right side of the head; scalp was 
cut for about four inches; there were 
two' other smaller wouuds on

drawing to a close, Last Friday aud 
Saturday the tiuio was occupied telling 
tales of the prisoner's eccentricities. One 
witness presented, as an evidence of in- 
sanity, that Charley once twisted tho 
family cow's tail until the poor 'dumb 
brute jumped into the manger.

Dr. Butler's sous-iu-law, iu giving Ms 
testimony concerning Charley's crocked 
skull, said that he thought there was a 
teacup full of bruins came out of:.die 
fracture. But on cross-examination he 
concluded that it might uot have been 
more than a thimble full, aud h« said tho 
doctorsnoverputthe brains back into 
his head.
